Jt is no secret that Mr. Rabin has neglected his role as 
party leader. It is equally obvious that he will not be able to 
evade the need to assert this role for much longer. The Labour 
Party and the Pecatee Senne εἰ enter the election year clearly 
‘troubled by the unsure prospects of winning in next November's 
election under his leadership.
